‘“‘All The King’s Men,” Robert Penn Warren’s Pulitzer 
Prize winning novel, has been forged into a forceful and 
compelling motion picture. Robert Rossen’s production for 
Columbia Pictures has pitilessly etched in acid the portrait 
of a political big shot who caused a ferment in the lives of 
everyone in his state. His morals, manners and women have 
been delineated with brilliant style and stunning impact in 
theo Theatre attraction. Seldom has a motion pic- 
ture been so vital, so fraught with meaning for the aver- 
age movie-goer. Its very greatness as movie entertainment

Broderick Crawford’s perform- 
ance of the ruthless big shot is 
likewise stamped with greatness.

“TI have just seen “All The King’s Men” and I want to tell 
you how impressed I am. All of the main, characters, and many 
of the minor ones, came startlingly alive for me. I say startlingly, 
because when I first saw the icture I thought of them as 
people inwardly alive, coming before me in their own right. In 
a way, it was like going back to the first. fresh idea of the book, 


before I had written a word. 


“Where the characterizations departed from my own orig- 
inal ideas, as is sometimes the case, I felt it to be in accordance 
with a new and equally valid logic which the characters and 
director had discovered. I felt that they had revealed to me new 
aspects and new possibilities of the material. And as for the 
atmosphere, the general feeling of the picture—that, too is 
effectively done. In this picture, I think, there is intensity without 
tricks and pretensions, and always a sense of truth: such a thing 
as this could happen in a world like this.” 





Broderick Crawford 
Has His Best Role 
In “All King’s Men” 


The old adage that an actor is 
made by one good role goes out 
the window as far as Broderick 
Crawford is concerned. 

Crawford played Lennie in 
John Steinbeck’s “Of Mice and 
Men,” read all the critical raves 
with pleasure, and sat back to 
wait for the Hollywood producers 
to come up with another part just 
as good. 

They have finally done so after 
11 years, 26 pictures, and a war. 

The role is that of Willie Stark, 
ruthless, power - grabbing gov- 
ernor of Robert Rossen’s produc- 
tion of “All The King’s Men,” 
based on the Pulitzer Prize novel 
by Robert Penn Warren. The 
new Columbia Pictures film is 
currently at the ......

It’s the kind of role actors 
dream about. Most of the big 
stars of Hollywood were men- 
tioned for it in the gossip columns, 
or came out and said they would 
like to have that role above all 
others. 

But it went to Crawford after 
nothing more in the way of po- 
litical, pull than a screen test. 
Crawford wasn’t exactly running 
away from it, of course. As a 
matter of fact, he had had his 
eye on the role ever since the 
book came out and won the big 
literary prize. He had been wait- 
ing and watching. 

It reminded him a good deal of 
the role of Lennie, and how he 
got that. He had just played a 
role in his first picture; and was 
on his way back to Broadway. On 
the train he read Steinbeck’s 
classic story. 

“T rushed up to Sam Harris’ 
office,” he says, “and Harris said 
they were going to produce a play 
from it all right, but that George 
Kaufman, who was in Hollywood, 
was casting it. I called Kaufman, 
and he said he’d let me know.” 

The play was produced, you 
may remember, and then the pic- 
ture. Crawford was _ sensational 
in both. He was so sensational 
that he waited a solid year until 
he got any other role at all, or 
even an offer. Then they put him 
in Westerns, sea stories and other 
films in which he portrayed big, 
bad leering men. 

Crawford is hoping maybe his 
role in “All The King’s Men” will 
change his luck. That maybe it 
will only be six months instead of 
a year before Hollywood hires 
him for something else. 

Others importantly cast in “All 
The King’s Men” are Joanne Dru, 
John Ireland. John Derek and 
Mercedes McCambridge. 

Rossen also wrote and directed 
the Columbia Picture.

When all the cunning, artfulness and skill that a man 
has acquired while practising his craft for ten years is ap- 
plied to a specific work, the result is bound to be good—or 


even great. 

Robert Rossen’s production of 
“All The King’s Men” coming to 
PMheatre- One. se , is 
reputed to be the crowning 
achievement, to date, of the fam- 
ous craftsman’s Hollywood ca- 
reer.

Miss Dru wrenches at the heart 
with her portrait of the aristo- 
cratic girl who is swept off her 
feet in such a blind, consuming 
passion for Broderick that she 
loses all sense of family honor. 
Ireland comes through with a 
biting performance as the news- 
paperman who becomes the polit- 
ico’s hatchet man at the current 
wages of sin. 

The other principal players are 
equally integrated into the 
smoothly unfolding whole. Derek, 
as the adopted son of the big man 
who goes for the girls. delivers 
some sardonic playing, while Miss 
McCambridge, new to films, es- 
tablishes herself as an actress to 
reckon with in her role as the 
politician’s smart secretary who 
had been around. 

That’s how a brilliant script 
by Rossen comes to electrifying 
life with beautifully integrated 
performances directed by Rossen.
